'  With  Herty  Day  as  the,  climax 
to  the  year’s  activities,  the  Chem¬ 
istry  Club  'ended  its  year  with 
many  achievements  to  their  credit. 

Of  course,*  the  major  event  of 
the  year  was  Herty  Day,  on  which 
Dr.  J.  S.  Howe  received  the  Herty 
Medal  for  outstanding  work  in  Ru¬ 
thenium.
